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Goodbye to the Fifties — 
And on to the Sixties 


How were the “Fifties” fabulous or fatuitous ? Soon 
our social welfare historians will begin the evaluation 
of gains and losses. Their preliminary generalizations 
may lack perspective because time is an important 
ingredient, but the subject is too important to delay 
the process of reflecting on the past. “The subject of 
social welfare history” Edith Abbott told the 1928 
Annual Forum in Memphis, “is so important because 
experiments involving the lives of human beings are 
very costly and ought never to be unnecessarily re- 
peated. Moreover, it is only by building on the knowl- 
edge of the past that we shall go forward and not 
backward...” 

We are probably more aware of the general world 
climate than of the social welfare climate — thanks to 
mass communication. An article in Harper’s Magazine 
gives an ominous reflection on the times: 

“It is a gloomy moment in history. Not for many years, not in 
fact for a lifetime of most men who are here, has there been 
so much grave and deep apprehension. Never has the future 
seemed to be so incalcuable as at this time. In France the poli- 
tical cauldron seethes and bubbles with uncertainty. Russia 
hangs, as usual, a cloud dark and silent upon the horizon of 
Europe, while all energies, resources, and the influences of 
the British Empire are sorely tried, and yet to be tried more 
sorely. It is a solemn moment, and no man can feel indifferent, 
which happily no man pretends to feel, in the issue of events, 
of our own troubles. No man can see the end.” 

Just in case you want to rush to your corner news- 
stand and buy your own copy of Harper’s, let me 
tell you that this statement was written on October 
10, 1857. You thought it was written yesterday, didn’t 
you ? In every decade we are saying those things and 
we should be, lest we relax and take things for 
granted. 

What were the big problems, concerns and issues 
for social welfare in the fifties? Each year the Presi- 
dential Address and the theme of the Annual Forum 
provides a partial answer to this question and this is 
how social welfare viewed itself:

These big problems, and issues were our concern 
in the fifties, while more than 54,000 Annual Forum 
attenders pursued methods and techniques in ap- 
proximately 4000 meetings and scheduled social 
functions which were related more closely to their 
day to day jobs. As the Annual Forums rotated 
around the country, the attenders came from all 50 
states and approximately 2000 communities and 30 
foreign countries. Perhaps our historians can tell us 
whether we persisted in talking platitudes in the 50’s 
straight out of the old days of the Rutherford B. 
Hayes Marching Societies and contributed to what 
Eric F. Goldman called the stuffy decade which pro- 
duced some of the most nonsense in history. 

We entered the “Fifties” with a reminder that the 
most significant development 1 in social welfare in 
the United States during the first half of the century 

. in terms both of method and techniques and of 
philosophy and theory could be summarized under 
five major groups: the impact of psychiatry on social 
work, professionalization of social work, the effects 
of specialization on social welfare, the changing con- 
cepts of community organization, and the extension 
of public welfare services and the changing role of 
voluntary agencies. 

In the early years of the “Fifties” the subject con- 
tent was concerned predominately with theory and 
practice. Papers on philosophy, broad economic and 
social problems and research findings accounted for 
a relatively small proportion of the total. The 1952 
Annual Forum reflected the barrage of criticism 
against social welfare services. “Social Work Criti- 
cism Met” was the title of a roundup newspaper story 
written by a reporter who covered the Chicago meet- 
ings. We took “stock”. We reemphasized the existence 
of common practical interests among individuals and 
organizations within the social welfare field. We took 
satisfaction that social welfare was an accepted ob- 
jective in our society today. We pointed up the need 
for a research base for social welfare activities. 

In the last half of the “Fifties” we appeared to take 
the offensive. “Social action” and concern with social 
policy came back into fashion in social welfare circles 
and greater emphases were given to philosophy, 
broad economic and social problems and research 
findings — we took more cognizance of the world 
around us and identified ourselves with new chal- 
lenges and horizons.

3. Job Applicants: Social workers interested in 
positions, register at the nearest local employ- 
ment service office. Take with you a brief re- 
sume of your education and experience, job and 
location preferences, and desired salary, which 
will be attached to the employment service form. 
Ask to have your application forwarded to the 
Employment Service Center at the NCSW 87th 
Annual Forum, Atlantic City, New Jersey if you 
have not been satisfactorily placed by May 13. 


4. Activating registration at the Annual Forum: 
The employer or applicant must check in at the 
Employment Service Center immediately upon 
arrival, so that the earlier local registration can 
be activated. 


5. The Employment Service will interview each 
applicant giving him an opportunity for referral 
to the vacancies in which he is interested and for 
which he is qualified.

The 87th Annual Forum, opening in Atlantic City on June 5, will usher in a new decade — a decade which 
promises to be one of the most challenging in modern history — a decade which holds great promise and great 
challenge for social welfare programs.

The basic social policy issues affecting social welfare in the political arena will be discussed also, The 
extension of social security, problems of medical care, child welfare services, the attacks on public assistance, 
the inadequacies of our public housing program — all these and more will be presented and debated. 


The 87th Annual Forum promises to be another landmark in the history of the Conference. The Program 
Committee has worked diligently to produce a vital program. Participants and attendants at the Conference 
will, I believe, take away much of value — in newly-gained knowledge, and in participating in a live and vital 


meeting discussing and evaluating the basic social welfare concerns of our nation.

NEW RULING ON DELEGATES EXPENSES 


by Internal Revenue Service 
(Reprint from World Convention Dates) 


If a member of a trade association or professional society 
attends a convention for a business reason, i.e., with the ex- 
pectation of advancing the interest of his business, he is 
allowed to deduct his expenses when computing his federal 
income tax. However, if he attends on behalf of a local or 
state chapter or other organization, as a delegate of such group 
or organization, whatever cost he assumes is not deductible. 
A public ruling to that effect (Rev. Rul. 59-316) was published 
by the Internal Revenue Service on September 28. The holding 
was summarized as follows in the Internal Revenue Bulletin 
on that date: 


“A taxpayer who attends a convention or meeting as an 
appointed or elected delegate does not, merely because of that 
status, become entitled to deduct as business expenses the 
expenses incurred in connection with his attendance at such 
convention. In order to be deductible by him, the expenses 
must be incurred in carrying the taxpayer’s own trade or 
business activities as distinguished from those of another tax- 
payer or entity.” 


To illustrate the points involved, the IRS cited the case of a 
lawyer who was allowed deductions for expenses paid in 
attending a meeting of the American Bar Association but was 
denied deductions for expenses paid by him as a member of 
a “Special committee in making a trip to Europe to make a 
study of, and submit a report on, criminal procedure and law 
enforcement, since the purpose of the trip to Europe was 
not to educate himself but secure information for the Bar 
Association.” 


As the ruling then points out, “An individual may plan to 
attend a convention or other meeting in his individual capacity 
with the expectation of advancing the interests of his business 
and, because of the anticipated attendance, may be appointed 
a delegate or be considered as nominee for possible election 
as a delegate. 


“An individual who can bring his case within the provisions 
of section 162 (a) of the Code by making a factual showing 
that he attended a convention in connection with his own 
business interests and is, therefore, entitled to a business ex- 
pense deduction is not deprived of the deduction in the event 
he should be elected or appointed a delegate and, thus, as an 
incident of such attendance, serves the organization electing 
or selecting him. However, no deduction will be allowed for 
expenses to the extent they are assumed and paid by a non- 
employer organization which he represents. The allowance of 
deductions for convention expenses as business expenses will 
depend upon whether the relationship between the taxpayer’s 
trade or business and his attendance at the convention is such 
that by his attendance he is benefiting or advancing the in- 
terests of his trade or business. One method of determining 
whether such a relationship exists is to compare the indivi- 
dual’s duties and responsibilities of his own position with the 
purpose of the meeting as shown by the program or agenda.”

PREPARATION FOR U.S. PARTICIPATION 
IN ROME CONFERENCE 


Throughout the country many persons are at work, 
as committee members or as individuals, in activities 
designed to ensure the most effective participation 
possible by the United States in the Tenth Interna- 
tional Conference of Social Work in Rome next 
January. 

A subcommittee chaired by Mrs. Mildred Fairchild 
Woodbury of Philadelphia has developed plans for 
the U. S. report on the Conference theme, and indi- 
vidual writers are now preparing the various sections 
of the report. It is hoped that the finished document 
will be ready for distribution by the middle of the 
summer. All ICSW Associates will be notified as soon 
as copies are available, Previous reports for Interna- 
tional Conferences have become valuable resources, 
and it is anticipated that the current statement will 
also be widely used in this country, as well as by those 
who are going to Rome. 


An outline for local groups interested in under- 
taking a study project on Italian social welfare prior 
to the Conference has been completed by a subcom- 
mittee under the chairmanship of Walter Johnson of 
the Indiana University Division of Social Service. 
Copies are available from the New York office on 
request. The document, which also contains a bibli- 
ography, will be helpful as a guide for individuals 
planning to go to Rome who would like to do some 
background reading. 

Letters have been sent to the national organizations 
urging their financial support for the U. S. exhibit at 
the Rome Conference. In the past the national agen- 
cies have contributed $1,500-2,000 for this purpose, 
and the exhibit subcommittee is hoping to raise a 
larger amount from this source for Rome. Such sup- 
port is especially necessary this year, since the extent 
of the participation of the Federal Government (the 
major contributor in 1956 and 1958) is uncertain. 

The preliminary programme for the Conference 
has been sent to all ICSW Associates, and leaflets 
containing details about the study tours being spon- 
sored by the Conference have been sent to all mem- 
bers. Registration and housing forms will be available 
soon.
